it is that he caused the eyes of the wiole worl 
to be fixed on him; that every word h* spoke 
was listcved to with the greatest attention; why 
it was tbat he caused such an iutense hvativg 
of popular feeling on part of those esemivs. 

Remember that Pius 1X is the head of the 
Catholic church, of the universal church. Go 
back eighteen hundred years ago and vall to 
mind these facts: that when the Saviour came 
to this woric and spent thirty-three years of His 
life on it, He founded a religious rociety,#i apos- 
tolic society on the discipe cailed Pet'r, when 
He said to him, “Thou art Peter andon this 
rock I wiil build my church and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.’’ Ani he seat His 
aposties with the charter, ‘Go, therefore, and 
teach all uations, baptizing them iu the usme of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost, and behold lam with you all days even 
to the consumumation of the worid ”’ 

Christians believe that Jesus Christ, who spoke 
these words, was God, avd the words of God 
muat be true; and tue society which he then 
founded was to last until the end of tims, and 
the iine of succession has never been vroken. 
Pius IX is the linea! successor of the great 
apostie Peter, and the two huudred millions 
whoare members of that religion, and who are 
scattered all over this world, they all looked up 
to him a8 @ man possessed more thap human 
authority, or one who represented to them the 
Saviour of the world. They looked on him as 
more than man, remember, too, that ne bad no 
ways to euforce the obedience of his 
suljects; remember, too, that he had no 
puuishbmenta io inflict on those who 
were disobeying the laws of that cl urch, 
remember wo thatitis in the power of each 
individual member of that scciety to ieave it at 
any time avd piace, and noiwitnstanding the 
machinatious of the world, and that there are 
two hundred millions of men and women all 
over the wurid who look up to him as their spir- 
itual chief, and who acknowledge him as having 
supreme authority over them,and who feit 
themselves only too proud to be smeng the 
number of his loyai subjects. 

There was somethiug very sweet avout Pius 
1X. Itisnow nearly ten years ago since I had 
the pleasure of meeting bim in his palace at 
Rome. I never can forget the deep impres- 
sion produced on me the first time I 
was in the presence cf that satatly pontiff; 
the beautiful smile on that heavenly counten- 
ance ; tue impression that was producec on me 
on that occasion bas been the impressiou pros 
duceu on huudreds and thousands of visitors 
who baye gone (to visit Rome within the last 
thirty scare. I can say it is true of Pius |X that 
never was there & man so loved by ii those 
who differed from him on the subject of re- 
ligion, He never feared to approve wuat was 
right and condemn what was wrong. 

ius ]X was calied to fill the office of supreme 
pontiff in 1846, and you know tnat iv [848 the 
reat revolution which swept 89 many 
ings from their thrones 
over Europe. You know how he was re- 
ceived by his owa subjects with the 
greatest demonstrations of joy, and you 
know _—ithat one of the first acts 
of his reign was an act of the greatest benevo- 
lenee. it was the opening of every one of the 
prisons aud torelease the prisoners end give 
them their freedom. What greater prceof could 
be given of charity than that! We wil] come to 
later daye. When he saw the church pereecu - 
ted, anc laws enacied against it; when he saw 
princes and emperors who wanted tc claim
